She has lived with her 
grandm other. Mrs. May P. Ryder, 
since her daddy went to war. 
At one time he wrote Joan that 
her picture was the only one of an 
American child In 
Bilibid prison 
at Manila. 
She became known as 
"The Princess" to her father's fel­ 
low- sufferers. 
He died in prison 
March 4. 1945. 
"My nana has just told me that 
Poppa E verett has gone home to 
H e a v e n with Mama Alice, so will 
you please try and find hts Purple 
H eart and send it to me," Joan j 
wrote Gen. MacArthur.
